Funds Withdrawn From 
Women’s Music Festival 


by JUDY RONNINGEN 
Nothing is certain about the 

Feminist Music Festival that 

happened last weekend except 


that its organizers are $2,240 
poorer than they were 
yesterday 


The Board of Fiscal Matters 
rejected, without discussion, the 
$2,240 allocation made by the 
Fine Arts Beard to the Festival. 
It had been questioned by 
representatives from the music 
and drama departments, which 
provide most of the funds 
through plays and recitals. There 
was also some question over the 
decision of less than the full 
board to dip into their 
previously set $6,000 minimum 
reserve 

An additional $150 of 
Cultural Programs funds of an 
original allocation of $350, will 
not be released ‘to Festival 
Organizer Kate Millett until 
allegations that people were 
turned away from the festival 
can be resolved. Under Title Five 
of the State Education Code, 
programs sponsored by Cultural 
Programs with student funds 
must be open to the public 


Kate Millett, at a press 
conference yesterday, said that a 
few concert-goers had urged 
ejecting male listeners from the 
Feminist Festival, but that she 
had reminded the crowd over 
the microphone of the rules 
governing Cultural Programs 
affairs, and that no move had 
been made to eject the men. 

Kirsten Amundsen, who 
witnessed the action, agreed that 
Millett had used the microphone 
to explain the rule, but said that 
she (Amundsen) had not been 
pleased by the concert because 
few students but many outsiders 
attended, which was “not what 
it was supposed to be.” 

Amundsen stressed that the 
few problems which arose 
should not be blown up out of 
proportion 

Dean of Students Norman 
Better said that he had received 
a complaint from a male 
student, in connection with the 
Festival, which had been filed 
Monday evening. Better said that 
it would take his office a couple 
of days to find out if the 
complaint, which he would not 
discuss, could be substantiated.

questions: “How does a young 
man get to a point where he 
prefers to throw stones?”

Also in January the security 
force reported that over 50 
males, who had no affiliation 
with the campus, were found 
wandering around or hiding in 
bushes 


It seems obvious that this 


campus is unsafe for women 
after dark. Because of this, a 
report has been submitted by 


the Women’s Advocate’s office 
to the administration. The 
report is now in Dr. Bond's 
office and a response is 
forthcoming. The purpose of the 
report is to “define the problems 
and provide recommendation for 
remedial action.” 

The problem is a basic one. 
The physical safety of women 
on this campus is threatened and 
limits their physical activity. To 
quote the report 

“Seeing women running from 
buildings to their cars or walking 
quickly and rigidly through dark 
areas is an indication that 
because of the absence of 
safeguards from threat of 
violence, they have 
opportunity to enjoy the 
benefits of the campus.” 

Another problem in curbing 
the number of physical assaults 
that occur is that many times 
they are not reported. The first 
reason for this situation is that 
women have been conditioned 
to believe they are basically 

‘promiscuous and evil,” and 
consequently provoked the 
attack. This continues to be the 
attitude among women even 
though “77% of all rapes are 
pianned by the rapists and 55% 
are committed by strangers.” 

The second reason for women 
not reporting physical attacks is 
that in nearly all cases the police 
and courts assume promiscuity 
on the part of the victim. Not 


less 
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only do they assume that the 
women perpetrated the attack, 
but there 14 actually a law in 
California which gives police the 
right to question the victim to 
determine if she is “‘unchaste.” 
Unchastity was defined by a 
1957 Appellate Court decision 
in California to mean the state 
of a female who has had “prior 
sexual contact.’’ Obviously then 
the third reason women do not 
report sexual assaults is that 
there is not protection or justice 
for women 

The report to the 
administration contains a long 
list of recommendations which, 
when met, would make this 
campus more safe for women 
The recommendations are based 
on (1) the assessment of security 
needs with the Security Office, 
(2) a nighttime survey made by 
the Women’s Advocate of the 
problems of lighting and 
secluded areas on campus, and 
(3) verbal feedback from staff, 
faculty, and student women 

Cae Civet t#res 
recommendations deal with 
security. It is stressed that the 
security force be increased and 
that these positions be filled 
with women. The women should 
be brought in at the Peace 
Officer classification, not as 
Parking Officers. A woman was 
added to the force recently, but 
ironically, was given duties of 
managing traffic and monitoring 
lots. The Peace Officers should 
be freed from other duties on 
campus, such as letting people 
who have lost their keys into 
their offices. In this way they 
will be free to patrol during 
evening class hours. 

The next six recommenda- 
tions concern the inadequate 
lighting and secluded areas 
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which exist on the campus 
These situations make it 
extremely dangerous for women 
at night and must be improved 
immediately 

A drastically 
recommendation is number 10 
which calls for the hiring of 
teams of work study students t« 
patrol parking areas during the 
evening. They would be available 
to walk women to their cars if 
this is necessary. Also, the phone 


important 


number of campus security, the 
location of on-campus phones 
and other security informatior 
should be announced at the 
beginning of each semester 

One idea that was _ highly 
stressed in the report was that of 
self-defense classes. The number 
of self-defense classes taught by 
a qualified woman must be 
increased. It is also necessary for 
more workshops where women 
can learn physical tactics, and 
“the psychological and social 
dimensions of the problem.” It 
has already been proven that the 
workshops being coordinated by 
Women’s Advocate Kathy Barry, 
have helped by making women 
more aware of the problem and 
its solution. 

The problems defined in the 
report can be solved, in part, by 
administrative action. Others 
require budgetary consideration 
It is of the utmost importance 
that these needs be reflected in 
the 1973-74 budget. As is stated 
in the report: 

“These recommendations are 
based on the assumption that 
prevention of physical violence 
is clearly in the interest of all 
and rejects the sexist attitudes 
expressed by college authorities 
on other campuses which insist 
that large numbers of women 
must be brutalized before 
measures would be taken.” 

It is time that we quit just 
accepting the fact that our 
campus is unsafe. This is where 
most of us spend a large portion 
of our time. Consequently, it is 
necessary to demand that we be 
safe and comfortable here

Senator Mervyn M. Dymally 
(D Los Angeles) has introduced 
in the state legislature two bills 
which give a wife the same rights 
as her husband in buying and 
selling of community property, 
in use of joint bank accounts, 
and in inheritance proceedings 
upon the death of a spouse. 

This is the third consecutive 
year Dymally has introduced 
these bills. Although the bills 
had the support of every major 
women’s rights group in the 
state and of such organizations 


as the California Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and the Los 
Angeles Central Labor Council 
(AFL-CIO), they were held over 
last yearfor further study. 

Under the existing law of the 
state, the husband does not need 
his wife’s consent to sell the 
furniture, auto, etc., but the 
wife must have her husband's 
consent to do the same. This 
even includes cases where the 
woman is the sole wage earner of 
the family. A woman has control 
only over the money she had 


before marriage or that has been 
bequeathed to her. Senate 
BillS69 would do away with this 
inequality. 

Senate Bill 570 would 
equalize the state’s probate laws 
so that they would apply in the 
same manner on the death of 
either husband or wife. 
Currently, much stiffer 
requirements are imposed upon 
the widow’s inheritance rights 
than apply to the husband when 
his wife dies. 

As happened last year, the 
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bills have been referred to the 
Judicary Committee. where 
hearings on the bills are 
expected in mid-May. 

Senator Dymally said of that 
committee’s hearings last year, 
“testimony brought out that 
present law created serious 
difficulties tor women in credit 
transactions, in home buying, 
pension rights, in buying and 
selling securities, in inheritance 
and with regard to welfare 
checks. 

Ms. Mari Goldman, an aide in 
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Women May Get Equal Property Rights 


Dymally’s office, said that 
opposition to ihe bills comes 
from men who feel they have 
the right to manage and control 
community property. But this 
session Ms. Goldman is highly 
optimistic that the bills will pass. 

Senator Dymally stated, “over 
40 per cent of Cahiornia women 
are working and should have the 
right to join with their husbands 
in handling of community 
Property and funds owned by 
both of them. 

“Many women now find that, 
at the time of divorce or on 
death of their husbands, that the 
husband has spent all or most of 
the funds they have saved over 
the years.”

teaching classes this semester on 
time due to a court suit which 
he filed against the university 
contesting the suspension. The 
suspension was subsequently 
lifted one week early apparently 
because the administration chose 
not to fight it in the courts 

Two hearings were then held 
on Feb. § and 12. Within one 
week of those hearings the 
hearing officer filed a report and 
sent it to President Bond 

That report remained in 
Bond’s office for another six 
weeks before it was sent to a 
university disciplinary 
committee which is made up of 
three senior faculty members 
drawn in a random lot. These 
three then reviewed the report 
and sent it back to Bond 
approximately two weeks ago 

The case came to an unofficial 
close when Jenkins met with 
Bond in the president’s office 
Monday at 4 p.m. At that time 
Jenkins received a written and 


oral reprimand but was 


exonerated of all of the major 
charges which had led to his 
suspension, 

The case will become official 
history as soon as the chancellor 
responds. Until that time all of 
the rules of confidentiality 
which applied throughout the 
case still pertain 

When contacted, Dr. Bond's 
office said through his secretary 
that he would not comment on 
the Jenkins case as it is a 
personnal matter which he does 
not discuss with students 

Of the entire ordeal Jenkins 
says that he “bears the parties 
involved no ill will” and that he 
has the “deepest appreciation 
for the aid offered by the United 
Professors of California.”
